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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to
be accomplished thereby:

LB 1030 would reinstate funding to carry out the enforcement provisions of the
Competitive Livestock Markets Act. Legislation creating this act was passed through
LB 835 (1999). The Attorney General’s Office initially received money to carry out this
act, but funds were cut during difficult financial times.
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
